>Measured the TX on my SMK-1 and I get only about 900 Hz spread. Anyone know 
>how to squeeze a little more out of that rig without going all the way with 
>the PTO/VFO mod? 


A simple thing to try is to parallel a second 

7.040 crystal with the first one. It seems to me 
this works by simply lowering the Q of the crystal 
by a factor of two. I think that should give you 
Sqrt(2) or 1.4x the tuning range you have right now, 
an additional 360 Hz. 


A second thing you could experiment with is to use 
an air variable instead of the varactor diode. The 
air variable would have a lower minimum "C", so you 
might get more tuning range due to that. Worst case 
it may chirp more or stop oscillating, but it is 
easy to try. 


The air variable might end up being bigger than the 
rest of the rig!

"Has anyone had any positive qrp experiences with the MFJ-1621 portable 
antenna?" 


You might consider a small loop antenna. I was experimenting for a while 
with a loop 36" on a side made from flashing aluminum from Home Depot. I 
tuned it with some receiving-type variable caps and got pretty good results, 
considering the size of the thing. I know the efficiency was pretty low, but 
I could still make contacts without too much frustration. I sized it for 
40m, but if you just wanted the higher bands, it could be even smaller.I got 
better signal reports than with a random wire worked against a counterpoise. 


The antenna is not ground dependent, and you can design it to work on several 
bands. 

Mine is still sitting on my bench and I fire it up once in a while ‘cuz it's 
such a kick to work someone with such a small antenna.

The battery data thing made me think of something I've been meaning to 
report on for a while. 


Some time back, Chuck Adams was asking on this reflector about some LED data 
that led me to suspect he was looking at LEDs as lighting rather than 
indicators. I had been thinking along similar lines for a while, but his 
note got me to thinking if there were really practical uses. 


One lightweight application seemed to me to be for night lights. A little 
back of the envelope calculations led me to suspect that I could get perhaps 
4-6 days of lighting out of a pair of AAs. I figured if that really were 
the case, perhaps some circuitry to cause the light to come on only when 
needed, like sound or motion detection, might make an LED night light 
practical. 


I decided to run the experiment, make something that I could put in the 
bathroom to see if it provided enough light, and would last a practical 
amount of time. You see, I have this suspicion that LEDs take a LOT of 
power, and I guess I was just distrustful of the math. 


I also didn't want to use a dropping resistor because that was wasting 
power. I had some ultra-bright white LEDs with a little over 3 volt drop, 
and again, IN THEORY, should only draw about 20 mils from a pair of 
batteries. However, I was pretty sure that without the resistor the current 
would just avalanche and the batteries would be sucked dry in a few minutes. 


I decided that using D cells was mechanically simpler, I could just solder 
the LED to the batteries and they would stand up by themselves. For an 
experiment that would only last a week, tops, it seemed like a reasonable 
thing to do. Later I could just do the translation between the capacity of 
the D cell and the AA's that I expected to use. 


Well, once connected to the batteries, the LED lit, and it didn't self 
destruct. Nothing got hot, so I went upstairs to see if it delivered useful 
light. 


Our bathroom is mostly wood, so pretty much all the surfaces, including the 
ceiling, are pretty dark. My initial thought of putting it on a shelf and 
letting a little light bounce of the ceiling wasn't very practical with 
mahogany ceilings. And the LED light was surprisingly harsh. I finally 
decided to set it on the window sill, behind the curtain. 


Even with the curtain filtering the light, there was plenty of light to see 
your way around, and it even provided a nice gentle shaft of light into the 
hallway. Having concluded that a single LED could produce useful light, all 
that was necessary was to wait to see how much battery life I could expect. 


Well, the math was right and my gut was wrong. With a voltage drop over 3 
volts, the current limiting resistor wasn't needed, the batteries didn't get 
sucked dry immediately. However, I still don't have my answer. I began 
that experiment in February, and although the LED has dimmed some, it is 
still providing useful light after being on continuously all that time. 

Over 4000 hours and still going! 


Maybe I don't need to be quite so elaborate in my battery preservation 
circuitry.

I meant to comment on this before, but Ed's and Bart's message jogged 
my memory tonight. 

As a VE and head of a VE team, this type of question has concerned me 
before. 

But normally it is up to the individual examinee to provide proper 
documentation, 

as stated below. Here are some additional thoughts: 


As I remember. the person in question was a student, and therefore is 
probably 

in a special program at his school. In that case, I believe that it 
would be 

most appropriate (and maybe easier and more accurate) to get the 
required info 

from the school he is attending for modification of the testing 
procedures. 

Also, the question involved a learning handicap, not a physical 
handicap, which 

Bart mostly describes below, and which we VE's are more familar with. 


In all such learning handicapped situations, under law, there is a 
personal 

program written by the school and other professional personnel outlining 
what 

educational modifications and procedures are to be used to assist the 
student in the learning process. The parents would have to sign a 
release 

at the school to have this information sent to a third party, although, 
they should have been given a copy of all materials during individual 
meetings 

with school personnel, and should have been involved in the program's 
development. 


All modifications in the instructional program routinely apply to 
examination 

situations, also. These modificatios might include having someone read 
the questions and 

possible answers, and mark the chosen answers; assistive devices for 
visual or auditory 

(physical) handicaps; perhaps use of a computer when other coordination 
is involved; 

right up to varying the pacing, time, and length of the examination 


sessions, 
and many other modifications. 


I believe the student's IEP (Individual Education Plan, unless the 
federal bureaucracy 

has changed the title) will give all info needed to modify testing for 
school - 

aged individuals, and is certainly appropriate under the Americans with 
Disabilities 

Act (ADA), which governs all such matters, including those mentioned by 
Bart. 


I think this would be easier and less expensive and just as legal under 
the law 

as using an ordinary physician, who may have no expertise ina 
particular 

area of learning handicap. Of course if there is a non-school 
professional working 

with the individual, that person could also provide info. 


I hope I am right in saying it doesn't necessarily take a physician to 
certify the modification of testing procedures. From what Bart says 
below, the team can decide, and they will get the best infromation from 
those who work with the student daily (including parents.) Even if it 
does require a physician's letter, it would help to know the student's 
usual 

modifications to the learning and testing environment to increase his 
possiblity 

of success. I hope this will help. It's something many VE teams might 
need 

to know, if we are going to get young folks into Amateur Radio.

FCC requires volunteer examiners to accommodate an examinee who requires a 
special examination procedure. Most often this involves the VEs providing 
the examination at a location other than the usual exam site (even at 
bedside), or reading or writing for the person who requires assistance. In 
determining such need the VES may require the examinee to provide a 
statement from a physician indicating the nature of the disability. If the 
disability is not apparent, the statement may be mandatory (as determined by 
the VEs consistent with FCC Rules Section 97.509). 


Only in a handful of extreme circumstances have written exams been divided 
up in to a few discrete parts--then administered in parts--and finally 
graded on the whole. And each was structured based on the specific 
circumstances required by that person. 


If an ARRL VE is approached about such a special procedure, after reviewing 
any physician's statement relevant to special needs, that VE may consult 
with us at the ARRL VEC to determine which administrative procedure(s) may 
be appropriate.

I'm making a portable dipole for backpacking. The thing must be 
light, effective, and resonant on all the bands I want to use. Here is 
what I have come up with. 


A wire dipole with three clip leads shorting insulators at 3 points on 
each side of the feedline. The wire is 32.9 feet long each side of center 
and is all used on 40 meters. A insulator at 23.1 feet makes it resonant 
at 30 meters. A insulator at 16.6 feet makes it resonant at both 20 and 10 
meters. A insulator at 12.1 feet makes it resonant at 17 meters. 15 Meters 
uses the 40 meter setting. 


The wire is #26 hookup wire silvered. The feedline is RG-174 which 
is light but does work with about 2 DB loss. The RG-174 BNC connector is 
$8.76 from Mouser but worth it. Do not want a problem while backpacking. 
The insulators are perf board and the aligator clips all come from Radio 
Shack. The rope is nylon lacing string.

Wayne, others have said that the 945 is a "good" tuner and I don't doubt 
it. I use the MFJ 989C and have been pleased with it. 


The basic question to ask about any tuner, though, starts with the antenna 
system that you will be using with the tuner. Whether or not the 945 is 
appropriate depends upon your antenna system, how it is fed, etc. 


A few details on that would help gather more advice and information. 


One comment that I would make is that the design of a single tuner that can 
operate on 160 xand* 6 is a serious challenge. The component values are so 
vastly different that is almost amounts to having two separate tuners in 
one cabinet. I would be very suspicious of any tuner claiming that 
frequency range. What probably results is that the load impedance range 
that can be covered on 160 and on 6 is greatly restricted compared to what 
the tuner can handle on 80 through 10. 


So, while technically one can design and build such a wide-range tuner, it 
is not a simple task, and I would avoid it. There are tuners on the market 
which are more than adequate and, unless you already have a good collection 
of coils and variable caps, probably cheaper in the long run. 


A final comment: the less sophisticated tuners usually do not have rotary 
inductors - I don't know about the 945. But, with a tapped inductor and a 
switch, there are only discrete values of inductance that can be used. 
Sometimes, one of the values is either right on the button or "close 
enough" but often an SWR minimum cannot be obtained. The "right" value is 
in the crack between two switch settings. Usually this is a very minor 
aspect of such tuner operation and can be ignored, although with some 
difficult tuning situations, it can be the difference between being "tuned" 
and being just "close."
